Two pension bills of much interest 
to veterans and their widows in this 
congressional district were introduced 
by Messrs. Penrose and Griest. One 
of these would amend the act of April 
19, 1908, in cuch a manner that the 
widow of an officer or enlisted man 
who has served 90 days or more in the 
army or navy during the Civil War 
shall receive a pension of $12 a month 
during her widowhood so long as her 
marriage to the veteran shall have oc­ 
curred prior to the date of approval of 
the new actiand includes those widows 
whose husbands, if living, would have 
a pensionable status under the joint 
resolutions of February 15, 1895, July 
I, 1902 and June 28, 1906. This bill is 
popular not only with widows of vete­ 
rans but with the old soldiers and 
the Sons of Veterans. 
The other pension bill has the en­ 
dorsement of the national body of the 
Association of ex-Pnsoners of W ar,of 
whom there are a number residing in 
this district. It provides that veterans 
who were confined in Confederate pris­ 
ons shall receive $2 for each day be­ 
tween the dates of May 25, 1861, and 
May I, 1865, during which they were 
confined in any such prison. This 
amount is to be in addition to the 
regular pensions allowed them for 
military service. 


New Act Allows Placing of Cottages 
on State Mountain Land. 


People can now have cottages on 
State land about Caledonia. The Gov­ 
ernor has approved the act that per­ 
mits the leasing of grounds by the 
State Forestry Commission to private 
individuals for erecting cottages or 
other homes thereon. The period pro­ 
vided for such leases is limited to ten 
years, although agreements may be 
*e*iewed at the end of that time at 
the option of the state and the lessee 
Such buildings as may be erected or 
portable improvements made may be 
taken by the owner at the expiration 
of the lease, the only material condi­ 
tion exacted being that the property 
shall be in as good condition as when 
6rst taken from the state.

FOR FLOOD SUFFERERS 


College Church Gives Liberal Offering 
to Aid Flood Sufferers. 


A special collection taken at the 
College Lutheran church on Sunday 
amounted to $35.88. The money will 
be forwarded to the Lutheran Board 
of Church Extension which has taken 
up the task of rebuilding the churches 
and helping the Lutheran people to 
regain their feet, and for this purpose 
is 
raising 
funds. The 
Lutheran 
churches at Yutan, Nebraska, are 
destroyed; the home of Rev. D. P. 
Garland, Dayton, Ohio, was twelve 
feet under water; many people of the 
First church, that city, have lost their 
all. The First and Second and Trinity 
churches of Dayton ail were in the 
flooded district. 


Not for many years has there been 
so great a demand for labor in (Get­ 
tysburg and the various county towns 
as this year, with the natural result 
that only those are idle who wish to 
be and the number of corner loafers 
is less than it has been known for a 
decade. 
Day after day sees advertising for 
laborers at one or another of the nu­ 
merous operations in progress in this 
section. Two hundred men are em­ 
ployed at the site of the veterans’ 
camp and will be kept at work there 
for many weeks. The plant of the 
Auburn Shale Brick Company, at the 
west end, wants more men The furni­ 
ture factories have taken on a large 
number of hands during the past few 
months and Gettysburg building oper­ 
ations are requiring the attention of 
all the skilled labor in the town. 
Persons intending to do building or 
remodeling this spring have found it 
most difficult to get mechanics of all 
kinds for their needs and many of the 
things, which had been planned for 
early in the spring, will have to go 
until later in the year. The scarcity 
of hands is holding up many of the 
new pavements which property own 
ers propose to lay and it is feared 
that many of the present bad side 
walks will continue in that condition 
until after the 
battle 
anniversary 
celebration. 
The scarcity of hands is confined 
not only to Gettysburg, however. The 
upper end of the county is experienc­ 
ing the same trouble. Two force# of 
men are engaged in the improvements 
on Lhe Reading railroad. 
The one 
works at this place and the other near 
Stainers. The men composing these 
two gangs are taken from the various 
towns along the line of the railroad 
and the trains are run to and from 
the scene of operations daily. At Big­ 
lerville work has been started on the 
new 
asphalt-macadam 
street 
for 
which the borough has contracted and 
this will require many hands from 
now until the latter part of June or 
tm midd'e of July. 
In addition to al) this work the State 
Highway Department has called foi 
labor for work on the various roads 
entering Gettysburg, it is the plans to 
have these roads all put in first class 
condition before July and many weeks 
work will be required. Without big 
forces of men these operations cannot 
be pushed as rapidly as desired. Th< 
demand has naturally caused a rai-« 
in wages and day laborers are draw­ 
ing the best pay they have known for 
many a day. 
Other sections of the county are 
contributing some hands to help at 
the various opfrations in and around 
Gettysburg, which have been taken 
up as a result of the coming anni­ 
versary, but in almost every town 
there is a demand for workmen, and 
especially skilled mechanics, with the 
result that the county is witnessing 
one of the most prosperous years In 
tis history.

The feast of the passover is cele­ 
brated to impress upon the minds of 
the coming generation God's mercy 
and kindness to the Jews when the 
angel of death passed over the homes 
of the Jews in Egypt without exact­ 
ing the toll of the first born. 
The keeping of this feast has been 
observed religiously and strictly by 
Jews since the days of Moses.

Washington, April th — The Sixty- 
third congress met iii extraordinary 
B elio n in response to the call issued 
by President Wilson, aud the Demo­ 
cratic party assum ed full control of 
the governm ent for the first time in 
nearly two decades.
